Mr. Unsworth began his lecture by 


noticing two or three alleged popular 
misconceptions of the question. Firs', 
that the Transvaal, a republic, was be- 
ing attacked by a monarchy. Mr. Una- 
worth claimed that the Boor govern- 
ment was no republic, but an oligarchy, 
and then he addnced much evidence to 
show that it was a corrupt oligarchy. 
Great Britain, he claimed, w'an the 
greatest form of representative govern- 
ment on the face of the earth. Another 
popular notion was that Great Britain 
wat fighting to gat the diamond and 
gold fields. That is nonsense because 
she already owns them. 


Great Britain, he claimed, was fight- 


Ing because certain great wrongs and 
indignities were being heaped upon a 
population largely, bnt not exclusively, 
British, who had gone to South Africa 
on Invitation of the representatives of 
the Transvaal government and on ex- 
press pledges made of equal rights and 
privileges with the burghers. 


Mr. Unsworth then went on to show 


the origin and cause of the Jameson 
raid, tbe unfortunately mismanaged 
and eo abortive effort to gain by revo- 
lution what had been denied by peti- 
tion. 


Th« speaker concluded with the fol- 


lowing quotation from tbe last num- 
ber of the Outlook.—It concludes an 
article by an American, W. B. Qainao, 
formerly an officer iu the United States 
army, now a manufacturer of explos- 
ives In Cape Colony— 
" Whatever may tre our admiration 


for and sympathy with the brave Boere, 
we mast not forget that the present is 
a struggle between progress and me 
dievaliam. 
England's 
cause is the 


modern civilization, of all that marks 
our advance in freedom, justice and 
political altruism for the last hundred 
years, God be with her, for there is 
much at stake,"

pressure of the money power, which 
baa complete dominion over the ma- 
jority in Congress and MoKlnley, is 
becoming too plain to be comfortable 
to the Republican party, and more par- 
ticularly Is it becoming so to its more 
intellectual supporters. The assurance 
of the money power there is open to 
observation by those who have oppor- 
tunity to see and investigate Is such 
that it is becoming alarming to those 
who regard country above party. 


The objections made and the excep- 


tions taken to the course of the Ad- 
ministration are becoming more pro- 
nounced. There Is a bitterness In the 
objections and exceptions that is 
ominous at this time to the future suc- 
cess of the party. When men who are 
possessed of the natural and acquired 
ability of David Starr Jordan, Presi- 
dent of the Stanford University; Gov- 
ernor Koosevelt of New York and 
others whose ability is away above the 
natural and acquired mental powers of 
average men, take exception and make 
it public, thero are people disgusted 
with the work of Congress and the 
weakness of the Administration. When 
Jordan calls the President's Cabinet 
a "little back parlor gang of tyrants,' 
the description is not complimentary to 
those who are members of that body. 


The men who make up a President's 


Cabinet are presumed to be selected 
because of known ability, whose 
services will aid the Executive in 
proper administration of the affairs o 
State, but Jordan is clearly of the 
opinion, upon a conclusion jnstifiec 
by bis language, that a mistake ha 
been made in the selection of men whi 
are capable of giving the required ai( 
for the purpose mentioned 


When Governor Roosevelt compare 


HoKinley to a toy obooolate man on i 
confeationer's stand, there is a made n 
judgment back of it that gives tb 
country to understand therein weak 
ness vbere there should be strength. 


When Jordan declared in a pnbli 


lecture that MoKlnley and hia Oabine 
were endeavoring to force imperialism 
on the country it will be admitted tha 
Democrats are not the only American 
who say there is an effort to im 
perialize the Government by the leader 
of the Republican party, and that tber 
are men of brains in the Rupabllcu 
party who have arrived at a conclaelo 
that imperialism is not Democrat! 
"bosb," Jordan is a Republican wh 
voted for McKlnley. 


It ia known to the country tha 


Roosevelt la a Republican, and it I 
well known that thousands ot other 
•who voted for him will not do so again 
It is not our purpose, when dlreotin 
attention to these matters, to oonve 
an impression that a partisan object i 
in view when doing so. The course 
the administration and its advisor 
has passed with na beyond a pnrtisa 
feeling, or judgment regarding im 
perialism, and bos taken a deeper an 
more abiding bold npon our min 
than mere policies.

snn, effected. There is in the oonrs 
and work of the administration 
open attack npon the freedom of tb 
people, through a removal of tbe pil 
ara that support it, which attack an

seventy-three, which is, because o 
impunity, taking a more active an 
defiant form. 


Imperialism is not new, as it may b 


viewed by the most of those who fea 
it. Tbe system was transferred to th 
Uiilted States when silver was demon 
etized, and since then has been eubjeo 
to a process intended to secure II 
growth on American soil. The theor 
and faot of the transfer is not under 
stood by tbe people, or it would no 
have taken tbe open dimensions it ha 
taken since McKlnley was elected, an 
more particularly the form it ha 
taken since the Spanish war. 


There is included in tbe work a Slav 


principle wbicb the Republican part 
has been in a state of evolution to re 
ceive from its beginning. The monlec 
interests determined to rule the conn 
try, and the demonetization of eilve 
wus the first movement made to tba 
end. Tbe imperial idea la that mone 
always has ruled and always will rule 
which is true under an imperial ays 
tern. Before tbe idea of money rnl 
oould be entered upon, it beoam 
necessary to remove silver, as it wa 
known to be impossible for money t 
rule while free coinage was a part o 
tbe money system of tbe country 
which imperial theory of money rul 
is in active operation at Washington a 
this time. 


The work of the present Congress 


and the administration is to eecnre 
and fix its rule upon tbe country to: 
all time to accord with imperial idea 
and imperial government. To secure 
tbe continued role of money to mee 
imperial ideas, Imperial methods are 
required in government, which im 
perial methods are being exploited by 
the administration and Congress, al 
the command of the monled power ot 
tbe country.
